A PRISONER’S WAR SUGGESTION. 


“Number 28830”? writes us. from San Quentin 
prison, to say how sorry he and hundreds of 
others there are because the Thinkograph has 
been merged into the News until after the war is 
over and normal conditions shall prevail again, 
because, he says, the prisoners there thought an 
awful lot of the little magazine which came every 
month and helped throw a few gleams of light 
and sunshine into dark places, and now they will 
miss our writings, for the reason that state papers 
are not allowed. 

For a long time now we have been sending a 
hundred magazines each month to the prisoners 
at San Quentin and another hundred to those at 
Folsom prison, and the many fine letters received 
from the poor chaps shut up in those places as- 
sure us that this little kindness has been greatly 
appreciated. We do not know why it is that the 
state newspapers are barred from the the prison- 
ers, and think it is a very foolish rule, and one 
that ought to be relegated to the rubbish heap of 
other old fogy relics of past mistakes. 

“Number 28830’ writes that those paroled 
whom we have helprd to get jobs are all making 
good and that the thousands ‘fon the inside’? hold 
us in grateful esteem. This more than pays us 
for our little efforts, because they are ‘the under 
dogs,” and we all ought to do what we can to 
he Ip anvbody in misfortune. Some few of those 
prise hers may be bad at heart, but the big major- 
te PE ot, and their great desire is to get one 
more chance to hecome good and useful men 
again.
